115,000 Men Battle 
to "Lick” Angry 
Mississippi 


By the Associated Press 
A fresh host of dangers—earth 
tremors, crumbling levees and ris¬ 
ing waters—punctuated the weary 
struggle of man against the river 
along the 1200-mile flood trail to¬ 
day. 

Brief lived but terrifying, the 
earth trembled ominously near 
Tiptonville, Tenn,, in the area 
where a century ago an earth¬ 
quake formed the vast Reelfoot 
lake, east of the river. 

The tremor, striking new fear 
into tragedy-numbed refugees hud¬ 
dled behind the dikes, came short¬ 
ly after 3 a. m. 

Levees Withstand Tremor 
“It lasted several seconds,” said 
Police Chief Pete Smith, “but the 
levees are still holding.” 

A hasty inspection by engineers 
indicated that the earthen walls 
were not breached. 

With 60 billion tons of water 
cresting down the Ohio river valley 
in search of lower levels, the dra¬ 
matic defense of little Cairo, III. 
—a river-girt island city, lying 60 
feet below the level of the flood 
tide—neared its climax. 

Water Nears Topwall 
Creeping near the top of the 60 
foot concrete seawall, the water 
touched 58.75 feet today — the 
highest stage fn the city’s history^ 
Only one and one-fourth feet of 
leeway remained before the yellow 
flood would lap at the hastily con- 
constructed wood and dirt bulk¬ 
head, three feet high, which was 
thrown up atop the wall in a last 
minute effort to stave off disaster. 

The water stood higher than its 
previous record breaking height on 
Tuesday, before engineers dyna¬ 
mited the Birds Point-New Madrid 
"fuse plug” into a 131,000 acre 
spillway to relieve pressure on 
Cairo. 

Spillway Basin Full 
Increasing the menace to the 
city was the fact that the spillway 
basin was almost full. Engineers 
faced a choice of blasting a new 
outlet for the basin, seeking to 
divert the waters back into the 
main stream bed, or allowing the 
flood to pile back with renewed 
pressure on Cairo. 

Above Cairo, to the north, 
emergency pick and shovel crews 
labored frantically to plug two 
breaks in the earthen levees. 

An army of 115,000 men labored 
on a last minute drive to strength¬ 
en the defenses and disprove an 
old river belief that no dike can

The driver, 
alone in the car, was killed in¬ 
stantly and the machine was de- 
moli.shed.

Orange, had lived 
most of his life in that city, and 
was as.sociatcd with his brother- 
in-law in the tractor business in 
Fullerton. 

Coroner Earl Abbey had the 
body taken to the McAulay and 
Suters funeral home in Fullerton, 
where an inquest is pending. 

Trapped lu Car 

Ruiz died today at the county 
hospital after efforts to save his 
life had failed. Trapped in a 
stalled automobile at Stanton and 
l.incoln boulevards yesterday, he 
was fatally injured when a big oil 
truck and trailer, driven by 
Aquilla Abraham Ballenger of 
Whittier, crashed into the back of 
his car.

Open season on punch board 
"big shots” was declared today by 
Sheriff Logan Jackson, as he con¬ 
fiscated three boards from out¬ 
lying county communities. 

Convinced despite District At¬ 
torney W. F. Menton’s ruling to 
the contrai’y that many punch 
boards operating in this county 
are illegal, the sherriff declared 
today he would strike at the dis¬ 
tributor and manufacturer of 
boards in an effort to clean them 
out of the county. 

He reiterated that he was "not 
after the more-or-less innocent 
employes and proprietors of stores 
who have to pay out for winnings 
on the board.” 

Confiscated Boards 

The men who operate them are 
the men he’s after. He said he 
was "determined” to stop punch- 
bcard-punching in Orange county. 

Jackson seized the three boards 
yesterday after they had been 
played by Deputies James Musick 
and James Workman. They won 
a money prize and a box of candy. 

The sheriff ordered the Iroards 
confiscated, but said he would not 
file a complaint at the present 
time. 

Two boards were confiscated at 
the Bremer Drug and Stationery 
store in Buena Park, and the 
other at the Allen liquor store 
along the highway near there. 

New Conference 

Jackson will file a report next 
week, he said, with Attorney 
General U. S. Webb, in answer to 
a request from Webb for a state¬ 
ment on his activities since Webb’s 
conference with peace officers last 
month, in which the attorney 
general demanded that petty 
gambling be stopped. 

Sheriffs, district attorneys and 
police cliiefs of counties not repre¬ 
sented at the last meeting will 
confer with Webb In San Fran¬ 
cisco Feb. 5, the attorney general 
said in a letter to Jackson today. 


Death stared Assistant County 
Probation Officer Carl S. Warner 
in the face yesterday afternoon. 

It was sudden and violent death, 
in the form of a loaded revolver 
in the hands of a desperate 14- 
year-old boy. 

Warner was taVing the boy to 
the juvenile home in Santa Ana 
yesterday afternoon. Suddenly and 
without warning the boy jerked a 
gun from his pocket and at¬ 
tempted to train it on Warner. 

The probation officer grappled 
with the boy, one hand guiding the 
automobile and the other the gun 
hand of the youth. Warner man¬ 
aged to get his fingers behind the 
trigger so the boy, who goes un¬ 
named, could not pull the trigger. 

Superior Judge H. G. Ames 
brought the boy back into court 
and sent him to the Whittier Re¬ 
form School instead of the juve¬ 
nile home. 


It was their last chance and 
despite it, informed .sources said, 
the first announcement that "the 
verdict of the court has been car¬ 
ried out - meaning the 13 had been 
shot was expected tomorrow.

Should there be war, authorita¬ 
tive sources predicted, the Krem¬ 
lin would find it expedient to ac¬ 
cept Radek’s word he had broken 
completely with Trotzky and take 
him back again into the fold. 

His caustic, trenchant pen has 
been sorely missed from the Rus¬ 
sian press during the six months 
of his Imprisonment awaiting trial. 

It was known also, Joseph Stalin 
is loth to see Radek die, despite 
his admitted treachery, because 
they long have been close friends. 

Radek, M. S. Stroiloff, and 
Gregory Sokolnikoff, once Soviet 
amba.ssador to Great Britain, went 
to jail for 10 years; and V. V. 
Arnold, who had said he was once 
an American citizen and veteran 
of two enlistments in the United 
States army, was imprisoned foe 
eight years. 

The judges said the four who 
escaped death were equally as 
guilty of treason as the others, but 
had not actually engineered the 
terroristic plots to which the oth¬ 
ers confessed. |

Rejection

Motors and its striking workers 
stood at loggerheads again today 
after Alfred P. Sloan, jr., the 
corporation’s president, rejected a 
truce proposal drawn up at a con¬ 
ference between him and Secre¬ 
tary Perkins. 

Sloan conferred with the labor 
department head at an unheralded 
meeting yesterday. 

Miss Perkins thereafter told re¬ 
porters the outlook for a settle¬ 
ment was brighter but that "one 
person had not yet been reached 
by telephone that needs to be 
checked.” She arranged with 
John L. Lewis, union leader, for 
negotiations. 

Late at night, Sloan called the 
secretary from New York, how¬ 
ever, to announce he could not go 
through with the tentative truce 
agreement. 

Friends said Miss Perkins was 
"stunned" by Sloan's decision, but 
still was determined to bring the 
corporation and union leaders to¬ 
gether around a conference table. 

It was the second time Sloan 
had left the capital during an at¬ 
tempt to find some basis for ne¬ 
gotiations.

Three householders who didn’t 
lock their doors woke up today to 
find they had been visited by a 
burglar.

(A*!—Madrid’s defend¬ 
ers repulsed today one of the 
fiercest attacks on the capital 
since Gen. Francisco Franco's in¬ 
surgent troops besieged it. 

Fascists showered government 
lines with ceaseless rifle and ma¬ 
chine gun fire, bombarded them 
with cannon and mortars and then 
charged. 

Starting after nightfall last 
night, the battle spread from one 
sector to another -in Casa de 
Campo park on the west. Univer¬ 
sity City to the north and Usera 
to the south. It was not ended 
until almost daybreak today. 

Defense commanders, rushing 
reinforcements to bolster western 
barricades against possible repeti¬ 
tion of the attacks, said the Fas¬ 
cists lost many men.

LOS ANGELES. (A»)—A theater 
audience, failing to recognize dead¬ 
ly peril when it appeared unsched¬ 
uled on a vaudeville program, ap¬ 
plauded wittingly as two giant 
Bengal tigers attacked their train¬ 
er here last night. 

Capt. Roman Proske, former 
Austrian soldier, was clawed and 
bitten in a cage at the Orpheum 
before stagehands finally drove off 
his enraged animals with spears. 

Wounded on the neck, shoulder, 
stomach and leg. Captain Proske 
was confined to a hospital today, 
his condition reported not serious. 

The near-tragedy was precipi¬ 
tated when the 5-year-old lead tig¬ 
er, Lilly, brushed against Cap¬ 
tain Proske and knocked him to 
the floor. A second tiger leaped 
on his shoulders, mauling him de¬ 
spite his struggles. 

Not untitl blood began to seep 
through the trainer’s jacket did 
the audience realize he had been 
hurt and the incident was not 
part of his act. Three other tig¬ 
ers in the cage had kept their 
places.

BERLIN. (.iPi - Reichsfuehter 
Adolf Hitler, starting to rule Ger¬ 
many for another four years, to¬ 
day "withdrew" Germany's signa¬ 
ture from the Versailles peace 
treaty in which the Reich was de¬ 
clared "guilty” of launching Ihe 
World war. 

Asserting that Germany's ic- 
sumption of military sovereignty 
was a matter affecting only the 
Reich, the Nazi chancellor told his 
cheering Reichstag: 

"W'e have taken nothing from 
any na tion—nor have we done any 
nation wrong.” 

He declared the Germ.'in govem- 
ment, from now on. would excrci.se 
sole sovereignty over the federal 
railway .system and Reichsbank. 

Then he added: 

"Above all. however, T hereby 
most solemnly withdraw the Ger¬ 
man signature from that declaia- 
tion forced upon a weak govern¬ 
ment against its better knowledge 
-the declaration to the effect 
Germany was guilty of .starting 
the World war.” 

Not quite a year ago, the self¬ 
same Reichstag which Der Fuehrer 
addies.sed today on the fourth 
birthday of Nazi power—remili¬ 
tarized the broad Rhineland in vio¬ 
lation of the treaty of Versailles.

A. case with this title was filed 
in superior court yesterday in a 
petition for condemnation of the 
oranges signed by T. D. McCall, 
standardization inspector of the 
state department of agriculture, 
as a result of citrus fruit damage 
b,v the recent freeze. 

First Filed Here 

It is the first ca.se filed in Or¬ 
ange county as a result of the cold 
wave which struck the Southland. 
The petition, set for hearing on 
Feb. 5 at 2 p. m. by Superior 
Judge H. G. Ames, is directed 
against the S. E. Fusco, Inc. pack¬ 
ing corporation of Fulierton. 

The petition for condemnation 
sets forth that on Jan, 13 the state 
in.spector, accompanied by Roy E. 
Black and R. J. Starbuck, deputy 
agricultural commissioner of Or¬ 
ange county, made an inspection 
of oranges in the packing house. 
The agent of Fusco, D. C. Russell, 
v/as served with three notices to 
hold three batches of fruit fur re¬ 
conditioning before shipment, the 
petition said. 

Frost Damage 

One of the notices was for 462 
boxes of navels of the Charm 
brand, and said that the violation 
was packing and transporting 
oranges with frost damage in ex¬ 
cess of tolerance. The second no¬ 
tice to hold was for 924 boxes of 
Keynote and Charm brand fruit 
showing "serious damage.” The 
third notice was for 997 boxes of 
loose fruit and 16C boxes of pack¬ 
ed fruit. 

It was charged that Fu.sco failed 
and refused to leconditlon the 
fruit or to comply with the state 
agricultural code, and the fruit 
anu containers were .seized. A 
court order was asked to fix a 
time and place for hearing, re¬ 
quiring Fusco to recondition the 
fruit or show cause why it should 
rot be condemned. The petition 
was issued through the district at- 
tirney's office and was signed by 
Harold McCabe, deputy district at¬ 
torney. 

A. J. Miller, manager of the 
Western Fruit company of Ana¬ 
heim, was cited to appear Feb. 8 
at 10 a. m. before Justice of the 
Peace Charles Kuchel of Ana¬ 
heim in answer to a complaint 
filed by T. D. McCall, state in¬ 
spector who charges that the fruit 
he has prepared for shipment has 
frost damage, in exce.ss of state 
tolerance of I.") per cent. 

Two complaints were i.ssued in 
Fullerton justice court against the 
Orange County canneries of F’ul- 
lerton. These involve a total of 
463 boxes of Arizona valencias, 
and according to Agricultural 
Commissioner D. W. Tubbs, the 
fruit is frost damaged in excess 
of state tolerance and in addition 
is immature, constituting the two 
ba.ses of complaints. 

The cannery outfit assertedly 
brought the fruit in for juice and 
decided instead to ship the fruit 
out through fresh fruit channels.

First evi- 
dei.ee of injury is that the long 
stem of the fruit will turn dark 
in color and become dry. This 
n-.eans that the stem is killed and 
obviously the fruit will cease to 
grow and in some cases may even 
soften up and mature in regular 
manner within the usual period re¬ 
quired for such maturing after 
picking. Such fruit will eventu¬ 
ally drop and will be a definite 
IcsF if not picked at once. 

"When the fruit is badly dam¬ 
aged, a brownish cast appears 
over the green skin. This fruit will 
undoubtedly be of little value as 
food and may well be left on the 
tree. Likewise fruits which have 
good green stems may be left for 
future marketing. 

May Be Saved 

"Fruits which have been less 
damaged by freezing than the | 
ones which show on the surface a; 
brownish cast are on the border 
line, and of these a cosiderable 
portion may be saved, particularly 
those fruits which have a small 
amount of the enlarged portion 
of the stem near the fruit still 
remaining green. If, upon cutting 
the stem quite clo.s^ to the fruit, 
1.0 darkened or dried area is ap- 
(larent in the center of the stem, 
there is a fair chance that the 
fruit will develop satisfactorily. 
However, even some of these 
fruits will later show evidence of 
frost injury which will either (1) 
remain rubbery and turn dark, 
rather than soften in the usual j 
manner; or (2) become dark and |

Symptoms Explained 

"When the frost damaged fruit 
is still fresh and hard. these j

" A few black streaks through 
the fruit, while slightly unappetis¬ 
ing in appearance, are not par¬ 
ticularly disagreeable in taste, and | 
perhaps may not affect the eating 
quality of the remainder. When a 
large amount of such discoloration 
is present, however, or when the 
fibers are drawn up into granular 
lumps or knots, the fruit will be 
distasteful and for market re¬ 
quirements would be considered 
deceptive in that the exterior does 
no! properly indicate the true 
condition of the fruit.

! VATICAN CITY. iiP) - Ritual 
centuries old is ob.served meticu¬ 
lously when the Sacred College of 
Cardinals meets to elect a pope. 

The conclave proper starts on 
the 22nd day after a pontiff's 
death. Custom decrees that the 
preceding evening be devoted to 
prayer to the Holy Ghost for 
guidance. 

Under their 8.5-year-old dean, 

Gennaro Pignatelli di Belmonte, 
caidinals electing the next pope 
will first receive the diplomatic 
corps' condolences in Consistory 
hall. Each mission chief in full 
dress and decorations will express 
his government’s sorrow at the 
pontiff's death and be thanked by 
the cardinal’s dean. 

Imprisoiinieiit Begins 
Preceded by Swiss and Noble 
guards and an acolyte bearing the 
papal cross, the cardinals then will 
walk in order of seniority to tlffe 
F'auline chapel. Military and ec¬ 
clesiastical ceremonial officers will 
turn back, the chapel will be 
cleared, and the cardinals will re¬ 
cite the mass of the Holy Ghost. 

There, too, they will hear the ad¬ 
dress of a learned ecclesiastic es¬ 
pecially chosen to exhort them to 
face the conclave with eyes for 
none but God. 

The next step is the actual im¬ 
prisonment of the cardinals, with 
their .secretaries, cooks, barbers, 
doctors and pages, in a specially 
constructed conclave cell block. 

This is a portabie wooden city 
built in Vatican corridors. It is an 
institute .set up at a cost of about 
$100,000. It contains a kitchen, 

.sanitary fixtures, and a small but 
comfortable cell for each cardinal. 

Once inside its walls, all attendant 
conclavists are pledged to .secrecy. 

Swi.ss guards watch its portals day 
and night to prevent any irregular 
communication with the outside. 

Prince Inspects Bolls 
The cardinals will be led to this 
exile by Prince Ludovico Chigi- 
Albani, marshal of the conclave 
their cardinal camerlengo, Eugenio 
Pacelli. and other ceremonial offi¬ 
cers. The camerlengo and the 
deans of the orders of cardinal 
bishops, priests, and deacons will 
examine its every corner to make 
sure no unauthorized person is 
within. 

In the pie.sence of an ecclesisti- 
cal notaiy and ceremonial officeis, 

Mai.shal Chigi-Albani then will 
inspect the bolts oti the outside 
door while the camerlengo per- 
foims the .same service within. 

This ceremony must be observed 
each time the cardinals return in 
procession from their daily wor- 
.ship at the Pauline chapel and at 
their balloting in the Sistine 
chapel - the actual scene of the 
election. 

Two votes may be cast daily-- 
morning and afternoon - until a 
new pope is elected. Cardinal Pig¬ 
natelli di Belmonte, as dean, will 
preside at the balloting. Seated 
under a huge baldachin, he will 
call the youngest cardinal deacon 
to advance and draw by lot the 
names of the cardinals to serve as 
the three tellers and the three in- 
firmarians. It is the duty of the 
latter three to obtain votes from 
any caidinal who may be confined 
to the conclave block by illness. 

Balloting Is Secret 
The balloting is .secret. No car¬ 
dinal may vote for him.self. A 
two-thirds vote is required to elect 
a pope. 

The cardinal dean starts the 
voting. He rises from his throne, 
advances to the altar table with 
his sealed vote held before his 
eyes, kneels and calls upon God 
to witness that he has voted ac¬ 
cording to his conscience, and 
drops the ballot into the voting 
urn. Each cardinal, in order of 
seniority, does the same, advanc¬ 
ing from h(s own smaller canopied 
throne. 

After each unsuccessful ballot 
the voting papers are mixed with 
wet straw and burned in the open 
grate of the chapel. This is to 
send a black smoke signal to the 
throngs waiting in St. Peter's 
plaza that no pope has been 
elected. 

Cardinals who voted at the last 
papal election never tire of telling 
of the surge of suppressed excite¬ 
ment and awe inspired when a 
two-thirds ballot is reached and 
one of their number becomes pope 
before their very eyes.

This was a precautionary meas- 
ui'e to assure orderly evacuation 
of residents in the event of 
emergency. Exper-ience has taught 
flood fighters that few farmers 
will leave homes even with death 
.■faring them in the faces unless 
they can take worldly po.ssessions 
with them. 

Complete evacuation of Paducah, 
Ky., was order-ed after the Ken¬ 
tucky health commissioner, A. T. 
McCormack, heard 8000 of the 
city’s 32,000 residents still were in 
the flooded city without drinking 
water, lights and heat, with health 
conditions bad anci illness increas- 
ing. 

A strenuous fight was waged to 
hold the dike across slough landing 
neck a few miles above Tipton- 
ville, Tenn., and at Cates landing 
along a stretch of 4000 feet. 

DISE.4SE DOGS REFUGEES 

MEMPHIS, Tenn. I/Pi—Influenza, 
pneumonia and other diseases 
heaped new worries today on a 
city already heavily burdened with 
the care of 20,000 flood refugees. 

Red-eyed doctors and nurses 
worked on without sleep to pre¬ 
vent an epidemic among the home¬ 
less crowded into nearly every 
available building. Attempts also 
were made to keep the regular 
population from mingling with the 
homeless with the attendant risk 
of spreading infections. 

There were at least 500 persons, 
chiefly from Arkansas, in hospital 
beds suffering from influenza, 
pneumonia, small pox and typhoid. 

The city ordered 14 schools 
closed to provide additional hous¬ 
ing and hospital space. 

FIGHT PROFITEERING 

MEMPHIS, Tenn. - Stories 
of profiteering at the expense of 
flood victims came today from 
eastern Arkansas, harra.ssed for 
days of swollen tributary streams 
of the Mississippi. 

"Resist the efforts of crooked 
profiteers and greedy scoundrels 
from scaring you into practically 
g'ving away your property,” 
Mayor Cecil Shane of Blytheville, 
Ark., advised the farmers. 

From a dozen points came re¬ 
ports that buyers were paying as 
little as five cents each for chick¬ 
ens and .$1 for cows and mules. 
Farmers are told relief agencies 
will not care for .ivestock.

Even taking ced liver oii is fun 
when it is made a party as it is 
out at Hoover school every after¬ 
noon for the 22 little boys and 
girls between two and one-half 
and five years of age who attend 
the federal nursery .school super¬ 
vised by Mrs. Lee Frances Barrett. 

The school is the result of re- 
ciue.sta made three years ago by 
the mothers of Santa Ana for a 
project of this kind to care for 
cliildren of families on relief or 
near relief. 

With the approval of Frank 
Henderson, superintendent of the 
local .schools, it was started under 
the adult education project of the 
W P.A. in a room in the Franklin 
school. 

After three months, it was moved 
to the McKinley school building, 
and then last fall, because of 
shortage of space, it was again 
compelled to move, this time to 
the Hoover building. Here they 
have the needed room and equip¬ 
ment, but not in the locality in 
which t’liese children live. 

Mrs. Barrett has two a.ssis- 
tants, and all are university grad¬ 
uates and accredited teachers 
under the pay of the government. 
She herself took special training 
in the University of Iowa for this 
work. Her helpers are Miss Martha 
Steele and Mrs. Clara Galbraith. 

Onl.v One ill County 

This is the only school of its 
kind for Anglo-Saxon children in 
Orange county, though Orange has 
started one like it for Mexican 
children. 

Twenty-two children are en¬ 
rolled in the local school, one com¬ 
ing from Anaheim and one from 
five miles out in the country. The 
others from Santa Ana. Thirty 
children could be cared for, it is 
stated, but, becau.se of the stipu¬ 
lation as to the finances of the 
parents, some who would like to 
attind cannot be enrolled. 

Object of the school is to prove 
and aciequate health, nutritional, 
rest, and physical care program 
for young children. 

(ihlldreii Examined 

Dr. Stella Davis, the examining 
physician, gives the children a 
tliorough in.spection twice a week, 
advising teachers and mothers. 
Sanitary conditions are watched 
closely by the teachers, and the 
children are taught regular habits 
in their daily routine. Their food 
is supervised by University of 
California dietitians. 

The children are in school from 
one to six o’clock every day. They 
take a rest during the afternoon, 
have their daily portions of cod 
liver oil and orange juice, and at 
five o’clock they have a well- 
balanced meal in preparation of 
v/hich strict attention has been 
paid to the vitamin contents.

of small, army cot style beds 
about one foot high, which were 
made for the school by WPA 
workers. Linen is provided by the 
teachers, blankets and coverlets by 
the mothers. Each mother fixes 
these for her own child, and there 
IS much competition among them, 
each trying to make hers the 
most attractive. 

Around this room are small 
lockers in which each child hangs 
his clothes when he removes them 
for his nap. Lockers are marked, 
riot with names, but with cards 
depicting roosters, rabbits, kittens, 
etc. Each child knows his own 
label. 

If a child cannot sleep, he is 
nevertheless required to keep 
quiet, and is given a book to en¬ 
tertain him while he lies and 
rests. 

Value to mothers in this proj¬ 
ect lies in the meetings for con¬ 
ferences with the teachers. This 
gives them an unbiased view of 
how their children react to the 
companionship of others under 
care. Especially interesting are 
the reactions shown by the “only” 
child in a family to any playmate. 

In some cities, it is pointed out, 
service clubs have given financial 
aid and helped in getting neces¬ 
sary equipment for these projects 
of protecting health and welfare 
of children in homes where the 
income of $60 a month or less is 
insufficient to give them the care 
they need. 

The three at the head of the 
local project enjoy their work, and 
because they enjoy it they are 
able to give these little children 
the devoted care and the super¬ 
vision they need, filling thus a 
most necessary place in the 
community.

Eastern and Middle Western auc¬ 
tion centers this week. 

Oranges advanced 95 cents to 
an advance of $4.79 a box, as com¬ 
ps icd to $2.81 for the correspond¬ 
ing week last year and $2,93 two 
years ago. Sales dropped from 
180 to 141 cars. 

Lemons jumped $1.73 a box to 
?n average of $7.19, as compared 
to $4.28 for the similar week of 
1936 and $3.12 two years ago. 

Sales fell from 106 to 88 cars. 

Both lemons and oranges weak¬ 
ened slightly in price toward the 
week's close, probably due to the 
fact that preliminary surveys in¬ 
dicated the loss from freezing 
would not be as heavy as was at 
fii’st feared. 

W. C. Frackleton. general man- 
agei' of the California-Arizona or¬ 
ange and grapefruit agency, an¬ 
nounced next week's prorate at 
500 cars of oranges to be shipped 
out of the state from Southern 
California. Intrastate shipments 
of oranges were placed at 25 for 
Central and 125 for Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. This total of 650 cars 
compares with 1025 for the week 
pieceding. 

A report released by Paul Arm- 
.strong, general manager of the 
California Fruit Growers exchange, 
placed the damage from freezing 
at 40 per cent of the citrus crop 
in the trees on and after Jan. 7. 

He estimated this season's ship¬ 
ments would not fall more than 
25 per cent below la.st sea.son's 
total and said higher prices might 
wipe out most of the potential 
loss. 

The exchange, in Its weekly 
summary of all markets, said the 
navel orange market hit a peak 
last Monday and has declined 
throughout the week, but that the 
average will be better than 75 l uomon" Avg.,.

“The lemon market has been 
strong and higher. Demand is de¬ 
creasing somewhat under the rap¬ 
id advance caused by the trade's 
fear of shortage, plus the added 
consumption due to colds and in¬ 
fluenza." 

The federal-state market news 
service reported all citrus fruits 
higher on Pacific coast markets, 
oranges ranging from $4 to $4.55 
in San Francisco to $4,55 to $6.50 
in Seattle, and lemons from $7 
to $7.75 a box in San Francisco 
to $1 Oin Seattle.

Your Help is Needed 

M uch vivid description is coming from reporters in the 
flooded Ohio and Mississippi valleys; but none of 
them have reached the literary height of the writer in the 
seventh chapter of Genesis. 

He wrote: 

“The same day were all the fountains of the great deep 
broken up, and the windows of heaven were opened. 

"And the rain was upon the earth for forty days and forty | 
nights. 

"And waters prevailed exceedingly upon the earth; and 
all the high hills, that were under the whole heaven, were 
covered. 

“And every living substance was destroyed which was upon 
the face of the ground, both man, and cattle, and the creeping 
things, and the fowl of the heaven. 

“And the waters prevailed upon the earth an hundred and 
fifty days." 

Of course, that was a much bigger flood. 

But folks who are fortunate enough to live outside the 
path of this 1937 horror should not take it too lightly. 

Rain, sleet and snow feed the raging rivers. Fire leaps 
along gasoline-covered waters. Threatening epidemics of 
typhoid, dysentery, diphtheria, pneumonia and influenza 
multiply the terrors of hundreds of thousands of people 
driven from their homes. 

They need help. 

The Red Cross is asking for $8,600 in Orange county. 
Several thousand more dollars are needed to reach this 
goal. 

If you are lucky enough to have a dry pocket, don’t 
resist the temptation to dig down for this appeal. 

Oregon’s legislature has discovered a million- 
dollar error in the budget. We always thought budg¬ 
ets were a nuisance, anyway. 

Cost of Living—Here—Elsewhere 

T his jump in price of fresh fruits and vegetables is an¬ 
other one of the bad things that the freeze brought 
Orange county and the rest of Southern California. 

Lettuce, oranges, cauliflower, peas, potatoes, cabbage 
—sounds like a vegetarian banquet, doesn’t it?—have 
zoomed upward, almost double in many cases. 

The rise is due, of course, to the law of supply and 
demand—which is one law that not even the supreme court 
can annul. The freeze reduces the supply, and the demand 
sends up the price. Simple, although painful. 

Santa Ana families are fortunate, however, that meats 
and staples, such as eggs, sugar and bread, are staying on 
the lower levels. 

In fact, local prices for these commodities are as low, 
or lower, in many cases than they are elsewhere. 

The Journal knows whereof it speaks. A survey 
proves this statement—and figures may be had by calling 
the editor. 

Orange county—compared to other similar localities 
—is really a pretty reasonable place to do your buying. 
The High Cost of Living is here with us, true enough; but 
it’s not as high as it is in many other Southern California 
communities. 

It is believed that jokes about “the king and Mrs. 
Simpson” are on the wane, and that the Dionnes will 
continue to hold the record. 


Back to Work 


I T IS HAPPY news for the entire West that the long 
drawn out shipping strike is expected to end Monday. 
It is great news for the workmen, that once again they 
are to work. 

It is better news for their wives and children, to whom 
work for the men means those comforts and cheer which 
make up a home. 

It is grand news for the public, which has been pay¬ 
ing higher prices, and sometimes doing without commodi¬ 
ties, because of the halt in ocean transportation. 

As the strike ends, the West will make up for lost time 
and lost money by hard work; and all bitterness will be 
forgotten. 

But one lesson will remain—that arbitration is the 
way to solve our American labor problems. 

Let’s hope the heads of the great automotive industry 
and the auto workers unions find that out soon!

Belongs in the Wastebasket 

S ENATOR HARRY WESTOVER voices our sentiments 
exactly in his two-fisted condemnation of the proposal 
that Orange county pay $500 for a lobbyist at Sacramento. 
Says the senator: 

I feel that I express the attitude of the two other members 
of the Orange county delegation when I .say that the Orange 
county delegation is opposed to lobbyists. We believe that the 
Orange county delegation is adequately able to look after the 
interests of Orange county without the help of a lobbyist. 

It has been my intention to work on a program looking to¬ 
ward the reduction of taxes through the reduction of the costs 
of government. Why should we be so interested in Sacramento 
in keeping down the costs of government if the board of super¬ 
visors in our home county spends money to maintain and keep 
what in our opinion is a needless and useless lobby? 

In the interests of common sense and economy, the 
supervisors should “file” this grab for $500 in the county 
wastebasket.

ROAD DEPARTMENT WAGES 

To the Editor: Does the public 
believe in fair play? Does the 
public know that about 48 men of 
the Orange county road depart¬ 
ment in the lower brackets have 
been put on half-time employ¬ 
ment? That the majority of these 
men have been working there five 
years or more ? ’That some of 
these men are earning less than 
they did four years ago? Wages 
have not been raised to original 
rate. Tliat these men went to the 
supervi.sors to get a readjustment 
but met with no results? That 
most of the men have families 
that have to be supported ? That 
the majority are taxpayers in the 
county? 

What has become of the new 
deal that the new supervisors were 
going to give Orange county? 

Is tills it? Forty-eight men on 
half-time to save Orange county 
around $2,000 a month when $2,500 
approximately could be saved by 
taking $.50 a month from five men 
making $200 a month. Or $25 a 
month from 10 men. 

Is it better to have 48 men earn¬ 
ing $40 or $50 a month when it 
could be done by having five or 
10 men take some from their sal¬ 
ary? 

The county of Orange is ,sup- 
po.sed to be out of funds. Yet 
they want a new courthouse and a 
lobbyist. 

The average old age pension for 
a single per.son i.s about $30. 

The price of food has nearly 
doubled in the last week. 

Could the men in the higher 
brackets live on a budget like this: 
Rent, $15; gas bill, $5; light bill, 
$3; groceries, $17; total, $40? 

This does not include milk, 
clothing, insurance, gasoline to go 
to work.
